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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicants' contentions have been fully considered but are not persuasive. The first contention that Ko does 
not teach first and second bodies welded together through mechanical and electrical connection structure is incomplete reading of Ko. Ko 
in col. 3 lines 35-45 describing well-known prior art describes the afore mentioned welding and further describes the welding being 
interchangeably applied with the fusion bonding. Second contention that Ko does not teach electrically conductive region welded between 
first and second bodies is also not persuasive because Ko in col. 3 lines 36-37 teaches a thin layer of metal between first and second 
bodies which are welded as shown above. Applicants' contention with respect to claim 14-16, 18 repeat the above contention and add low- 
melting eutectic material which is describes by Ko in col. 3 lines 35-45 and other places. Applicants' repeat the above contention with 
respect to claims 27-29,55,58,60,62,65 and 15,17,30,59,61-62 and 65. Lastly as shown above Ko describes interchangeable application 
of welding and fusion bonding therefore one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated away from combining Ko and Chao. , 
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
